er thoroughly dried, never subjected 
to a good disinfectant, never sunned 
and aired and made sweet and whole- 
some, is not the implement to put into 
our own and our children’s mouths. 
A damp toothbrush to which a coat- 


| ing of toothpaste still clings, attracts 


all sorts of invisible forms of decom- 
position, and the brush which isn’t 
thoroughly rinsed and dried is as un- 


| healthful as a half-rinsed, half-damp 


garment or half-clean, half-dry bed- 
ding. 

The best way to treat a toothbrush 
is to dip it, after using, into some 
good antiseptic solution. A glass con- 
taining one teaspoon of a powerful 
disinfectant mixed with ten teaspoons 


| of water is an efticient germ-killer. 


Some dentists recommend denatured 
alcohol or medicated alcohol. 

After dipping the brushes in this 
solution, put them in a wide-mouthed 
bottle, brush end out, and stand them 


| in the sunshine until absolutely dry. 
| It is sald that the direct rays of the 


sun kill germs, whereas the rays 
which come through glass will not. 
If the sun is not shining, dry the 


| brushes over the radiator. 


When the brushes are ready for 


| use again, hang them in a special little 
; Cupboard, kept scrupulously clean, 
| where they will be free from the dust 


and floating soap-particles in the 


| bathroom. Individual holders for the 
| brushes are good provided the brushes 
| are perfectly dry; but the circulation 
| of some air is good for them. The 
; Main thing is to see that all food | 
| particles, bits of toothpaste or powder, 


and other germ-producing matter is 
entirely: removed after every using, 


| and that the brush is first disinfected 
| and then dried.

will let the scheme slip past, and so put the State in danger 
of bankruptcy. 

“The proposed act this year is practically the same as 
'n the two previous elections when the voters turned down 
the scheme. It provides for the appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of a board of five members. These members would 
be vested with power to buy by private sale or condemna- 
tion any water power project, start new ones, shut out mu- 
nicipal or district enterprises. 

“To pay the salaries and expenses of the commission 
and to provide funds for investment in water and power 
projects, the commission would be given power to issue 
$500,000,000 in bonds. And if the commission ran short 
of expense money or its investments did not pay, it could 
issue some more bonds, the amount not being specified. 
This means that the sky would be the limit as long as in- 
vestors could be found to buy the bonds. 

“The bonds would be a mortgage on everything in Cali- 
fornia. We are assured that the projects of the commis- 
sion would be self-supporting—that they would pay the 
interest and pay of the bonds in time, meantime handing 
over handsome profits to the State. 

“But the proposed act contains the following clause: 

“ Tf at any time the moneys in the State treasury ap- 
plicable to the payment of interest or principal of said 
bonds shall be insufficient to pay the same as it falls due, 
moneys shall be temporarily advanced from the general 
fund for that purpose, and there is hereby appropriated

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“There would be no check on the commission. It could 
issue its bonds without going back to the public. It eould| 
embark on any scheme it took a fancy to, so long as that 
could be called a water or power enterprise. 


“Who are the five men whom we are willing to trust with 
absolute power to put a $500,000,000 mortgage on the 
State of California and everything in it? 


“There are many bad features in the proposed act. Up 
to date we have not been able to find a good one. From 
time to time other details will claim public attention. For 
the time being it is enough to concentrate attention on 
that one tax levy and seizure clause. It is not a ‘mere 
legal formality.’ It means exactly what it says.”

Before the Civil war, fatboating was 
common along the Ohio river. When 
autumn came, it was an every-day oc- 
currence to see boats loaded with prod- 
uce passing by. There would be ap- 
ples from Letart and Rome on the 
upper Ohio; cabbage, potatoes, salt 
and coal, ail going to the cotton and 
sugar plantations below Memphis and 
Red river. Prior to the Civil war, coal 
was boated the same as other products 
to the lower river. After that period, 
coal began to be carried in barges 
drawn by towboats. Twenty, thirty, 
forty and fifty years ago, immense 


tows of coal were brought out from | 


Pittsburgh whenever the Ohio was suf- 
ficiently high. Those were the days 
of “Second Pool,” and “Fourth Pool” 
Yohogany coal, and millions of bush- 
els were brought down the river by 
these powerful towboats. 

After the war, the flatboating in- 
terests gradually gave way to the rail- 
way. More and more the railways 
opened up the country until flatboat- 
ing became a losing business and was 
finally abandoned. The country west 
of the Mississippi! became settled. The 
produce raised there was delivered to 
the railway by the Southern markets
